The Greatest Threat 
to Our Democracy 


THE VOTES OF THE PEOPLE ARE NOT FRAUD 


e had an election on Nov. 3. The incumbent president lost the 
popular vote by amargin ofjust over 7 million votes. His opponent, 
now President-elect Joe Biden, also prevailed in the Electoral 
College by receiving 306 votes to Donald Trump’s 232 votes. 

Months before the election took place, Trump began setting 
the table for nullifying the results if he failed in his bid for re- 
election. In a bizarre soliloquy, he said the only way he could 
lose was if the election was rigged or fraudulent. 

There was a record turnout for the election — more than 159 million votes were cast. 
Biden received 81,233,098 of the votes; Trump, 74,222,958. 

Immediately, the foretold nullification strategy was unleashed. Trump cried fraud 
and refused to concede, and some 60 lawsuits were filed in courts throughout the 
country to have the results declared invalid and Trump the winner. 

But the courts are not the props of political theater. In courts of law, there are 
serious penalties for lying or fabricating evidence. One by one the lawsuits vanished 
like the morning fog when the light of day was directed at them. There was no proof 
to substantiate the false claims. When votes were recounted, they were confirmed as 
accurate. The lawyers retreated, and some took their act to talk shows. 

The false claims of “fraud” were in actuality semantical distortions of the true basis 
for Trump’s anguish — the African American voting bloc, which voted in large numbers 
against his racist agenda. It is no accident that the lawsuits were uniformly directed against 
the votes of large cities which have majorities consisting of African American citizens. 

White supremacists have never accepted the legitimacy of African American votes 
and have labored to suppress their votes ever since the passage of the 13th, 14th and 
15th amendments to the Constitution in 1865. Indeed, Rush Limbaugh, shortly after 
Trump’s defeat in the election, bemoaned the fact that Trump’s party could never win 
the vote in the country’s largest cities and suggested the nation’s rural states consider 
secession as the solution. 

However, in the court of public opinion, unlike courts of law, lying is a skill set that 
is often rewarded, especially if the lies are repeated adamantly and often. There are 
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no rules; allegations suffice for evidence; falsehood is as good a currency as truth. 

Additional tools in the public opinion forum that would draw prison sentences in 
a judicial setting are threats, intimidation, extortion and the traditional techniques 
of the underworld. Thus we have the specter of the lingering incumbent calling the 
secretary of state of Georgia to order up precisely 11,800 votes (the number needed 
to carry the state) via the cover story of “there’s nothing wrong with you saying you 
recalculated.” As an added inducement, Trump added that failing to do so could expose 
the secretary and even his lawyer to some sort of criminal charges. 

It is impossible to imagine what more is needed for objective and impartial people 
to see this for what it is — an existential threat to the democratic principles that are 
the core of the birthplace of modern democracy, our nation which has been the beacon 
of liberty and freedom for over two centuries. 

But if more is needed, it was provided on Jan. 6 when Trump, with two weeks left on 
the clock of his administration, summoned thousands of his supporters to Washington 
D.C. and incited them to attack the Capitol, the hallowed seat of our government, while 
Congress was in session to perform the ceremonial function of verifying the Electoral 
College votes making Biden and Kamala Harris our next president and vice-president. 

So, emboldened and ginned up by the words of the president himself, the thousands 
became an armed mob, overwhelmed what little security existed, breached the Capitol, 
imperiled the safety of the nation’s lawmakers and their staff, destroyed and stole 
property, murdered a police officer and scattered Congress into fleeing for their very lives. 

These events represent the greatest threat to our democracy the nation has ever 
endured. That their genesis was from within renders it all the more dangerous. 

The cumulative voice of “We the People” in our 2020 election was not “fraud.” It 
was democracy in action, freedom in choosing our leader, and liberty at work. It was all 
the ideals that are forbidden, labeled illegitimate, and despised by tyrants. The people 
have spoken. Their voice is not fraud. Their decision must be respected. The people 
will not submit to tyranny. Not now, not ever.

Vaceine Difficulties 


WITH THE SITUATION CHANGING DAILY, THE TIMELINE FOR COVID VACCINE 


s the community anticipates a post- 
pandemic return to normalcy, all eyes 
are on the golden ticket — aka the CO- 
VID-19 vaccine. 

But movement is slow, across the 
nation and locally as well. Oregon is 
still at the beginning phases of vaccine 

distribution, and is a ways off from Gov. Kate Brown’s goal 
to have 12,000 vaccines administered daily. The logistics 
and strict sequence of distribution further bog down the 
process. Though local governments and health providers 
want to move quickly, they cannot control the number 
of vaccines they receive — meaning it might take a while 
before it’s your turn to get vaccinated. 

“We want to get people vaccinated as soon as pos- 
sible,” says Jason Davis, public information officer for 
Lane County Public Health (LCPH). Davis adds that as 
soonas the county receives doses, it is getting them out. 
“We are not sitting on any doses.” 

Oregon is administering its vaccines through a tier of 
different phases and subphases, focusing on health care 
workers first, then moving onto those who are high risk or 
older age. Initially, Oregon Health Authority (OHA) also 
specified four groups within each subphase, but relaxed 
those guidelines after realizing this was slowing down the 
process. On Jan. 12, Brown announced that anyone over 
age 65 as well as K-12 educators and staff would qualify 
to receive a vaccine. 

The entire state is in phase 1A, which vaccinates all 
health care and long-term care workers. Next up is phase 
1B, which includes critical workers in high-risk settings, 
people in detention centers and others who have underly- 
ing conditions and are at a moderately high risk. OHA has 
not yet listed details about phase IC or phase 2. 

Davis explains that though Lane County has experi- 
ence with mass vaccinations, as with the HINI virus, the 
COVID-19 vaccination distribution is different because of 
the equity framework the state has set in place for vacci- 
nating. This strategy, he explains, isn’t meant to vaccinate 
many people in one day, but is structured around equity 
by prioritizing individual risk and exposure. 

“The reason it’s going slow, especially in Oregon, is 
because we are following strict sequencing that requires 
strict administrative support and time,” he says. 

Many residents are wondering when their turn will 
come and how they will know where to go. Davis says there 
isn’t yet an accurate timeline for future phases. He adds 
that for phase 1A the county has used social media, sent 
health notifications to people’s emails and mass media 
messaging to get out the word of whois currently eligible. 

“We are still solidly in 1A,” Davis explains. “When we are 
able to see the end of 1A we will start announcing where 
our mass vaccination locations will be.” He also recom- 
mends visiting the county COVID-19 website, which has 
information on which phase the county is in and which 
groups are eligible for vaccinations. 

The county is focused on filling in distribution gaps; 
that worked well with last week’s allotment of 1,200 doses 
from OHA. But on Jan. 11, LCPH received only 100 vaccines 
from the state in the weekly vaccine allotment. During an 
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online public health update, Davis said this was less than 
what LaneCounty had asked for, as the county holds 10 
percent of the state’s population. 

He explained that local urgent care Nova Health re- 
ceived a surplus and agreed to give some of its vaccines 
to Lane County. “Our priority starting yesterday is to 
advocate on behalf of Lane County and make sure the 
state understands the frustration.” 

PeaceHealth is another local care provider administer- 
ing vaccines to its workers during the first phase. 

“We are learning as we do this, nobody’s done this 
before,” says Dr. Jim McGovern, COVID-19 incident 
commander and vice president of medical affairs for 
PeaceHealth Oregon. 

He says PeaceHealth is working with McKenzie Wil- 
lamette Medical Center, LCPH and other public medical 
offices in determining how the vaccine can best be dis- 
tributed to the community. 

“The intent for everybody is to get this out as quickly 
as possible,” McGovern says. “And when OHA realized 
that some of their structure was slowing things down a 
bit, they adjusted.” 

McGovernalso addressed some general misconceptions 
about PeaceHealth’s role in administering the vaccine. He 
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TO RECEIVE VACCINATIONS 
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clarified that their employees who don’t see patients are 
still getting vaccinated. Initially, they were told to do direct- 
care workers first, but with OHA allowing for flexibility, 
McGovern says it was important to vaccinate everyone 
involved in order for the medical center to function. 

Headds that there have been rumors that PeaceHealth 
is wasting vaccines, which he says is untrue. 

“We have not wasted any doses,” McGovern says. “We 
are cognizant of how valuable this is. We make sure if we 
puncture a vial it gets used.” Each vial holds about 10 doses. 

Looking ahead, PeaceHealth plans to be involved in 
the broader, mass vaccination process, McGovern says, 
adding there is still ambiguity on what that will look like, 
as governing institutions have never had something like 
this happen on a mass scale. 

Though it’s easy to feel optimistic, there is still along 
road ahead until a majority of individuals are vaccinated, 
even just in Oregon. As of Jan. 8, Lane County — which 
has a population of about 380,000 — had vaccinated 
roughly 6,000 people. 

“Every week the story is going to change dramatically,” 
Davis says.

A FATHER SUES 4J AND THE STATE, SAYING HIS 7-YEAR-OLD SON 
WAS SEXUALLY ASSAULTED AT SCHOOL LAST YEAR 


parent is suing the Eugene School 
District 4J and the state, claiming 
negligence led to his son being sexu- 
ally assaulted at school. 
A Lane County resident sued the 
district and the Oregon Department of 
Human Services (DHS) Nov. 5 in Lane 
County Circuit Court on behalf of his son, seeking $4.14 
million in damages and demanding ajury trial. 

Acomplaint dated Oct. 14, 2020, says the then 7-year- 
old child was sexually assaulted in April 2019 by another 
student in an elementary school bathroom. 

The other student, who was “a foster child and/or 
youth offender” in the care and custody of DHS, “was 
known to have aberrant sexual behaviors,” according to 
the complaint. 

The complaint says the school district was or should 
have been aware of the student’s sexual proclivities, and 
that the district’s and DHS’s failures to supervise him 
allowed the assault to happen. “On the day of the sexual 
assault, [the student] was allowed to venture in the school 
hallways unsupervised and allowed to interact with other 
students,” according to the court filing. 

The school district had a duty to keep the victim 
safe through close supervision, the complaint says, and 
DHS failed to appropriately address the other student’s 
behavior despite the risk he posed to other children. 

“Anytime a child is abused or neglected it is a tragic 
and traumatizing experience for that child,” DHS Press 
Secretary Jake Sunderland tells Eugene Weekly. “Unfor- 
tunately due to child privacy laws we are not able to com- 
ment on past or current cases. And we do not comment 
on pending or active litigation.” 

The parent’s attorney declined to provide a state- 
ment, and the school district declined to comment due 
to pending litigation. 

Not only was the sexual assault preventable, the par- 
ent says, but this was not the first instance of children 
being in danger on school grounds. The district knew — 
or should have known — that the elementary school was 
unsafe and has “a history of children being injured” at 
school, with unsupervised children posing a higher risk, 
the court filing says. 

In September 2011, a parent sued the Eugene School 
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District 4J and Springfield School District in federal court 
on behalf of her daughter. The complaint says that Chad 
Schacht, a former cross country coach at Sheldon High 
School and teacher at Agnes Stewart Middle School, 
sexually abused her daughter “approximately 30 separate 
times” over a two-month period in 2010 when she was ahigh 
school student participating on the cross country team. 

Schacht pleaded guilty on Dec. 16, 2010, in Lane County 
Circuit Court to seven counts of second-degree sexual 
abuse, court records show. 

All of her “emotional and psychological injuries are 
permanent and will remain for the rest of her life,” ac- 
cording to the complaint. The court filing says Agnes 
Stewart Middle School was aware of his prior inappro- 
priate conduct toward female students at the school, to 
the extent that it restricted him from being alone with 
girls or having the door to his classroom closed, removed 
him as the physical education teacher and required that 
he be supervised. 

When contacted about the victim’s sexual exploitation, 
the complaint says, the middle school “indicated they had 
been expecting it for 8 years.” 

The Eugene and Springfield school districts share in- 
formation about appropriate contacts between teachers, 
students and athletes, according to the court filing, and 
the middle school “was obligated to report what it knew 
about Chad Schacht to Sheldon High School.” The parties 
reached a settlement, with the Eugene School District 4J 
paying $450,000 and the Springfield School District pay- 
ing $125,000, according to astoryin The Register-Guard. 

The Eugene School District faced another federal 
lawsuit filed in September 2012 by a representative for 
astudent who was verbally harassed from sixth through 
eighth grade, frequently assaulted and targeted by other 
students as “gay” while not identifying as gay, according 
to the complaint. 

His mother contacted the district after other boys 
knocked him to the ground, nearly ran over him with their 
bikes, kicked him and threw a helmet at him while repeat- 
edly calling him homophobic slurs, the court filing says. 

The child “believed that there was no way to stop the 
harassment as it continued in spite of numerous previ- 
ous reports to the District,” according to the complaint. 
He was diagnosed with depression, panic disorder and 
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social phobia, often missing school “due to his anxiety and 
depression resulting from the hostile education environ- 
ment within the District,” the filing says, and the district 
dropped him from enrollment as a result of his absences. 
The district paid $5,000 ina settlement, according to The 
Statesman Journal. 

In January 2015, a parent filed a lawsuit against 4J on 
behalf of his son, alleging that he was beaten, strangled 
and injured by other students at Cal Young Middle School 
in 2014. The complaint says there was no adult supervi- 
sion, security cameras “or any means to supervise the 
students” at any time in the area where it occurred, and 
that the district knew or should have known that the 
other students had a history of intimidating, harassing 
and assaulting younger students. The parties settled in 
2016, according to The Register-Guard, with the district 
paying $15,000. 

Another parent sued the Eugene District in September 
2017 on behalf of her son in Lane County Circuit Court, 
alleging that a student assaulted him twice in one day at 
North Eugene High School. The district did not take reason- 
able steps to supervise its students, the complaint says, 
and the victim suffered a concussion, chronic headaches, 
memory loss, anxiety, “pain, discomfort and suffering,” 
loss of educational opportunities and interference with 
everyday activities. The district paid $24,000 in asettle- 
ment, according to The Register-Guard. 

The most recent lawsuit against the district involving 
the alleged sexual assault is still pending. 

“As a direct and foreseeable result” of the district’s 
and DHS’s negligence, the victim was unable to return to 
school, requires therapy and suffered emotional injury, 
mental anguish, embarrassment, shame, fear, hyperactiv- 
ity, lack of focus, isolation, displacement from his school 
and peers, nightmares and sleep disruption, mistrust 
in the intentions of others, lack of self-esteem, depres- 
sion, anxiety and other psychological trauma, the court 
document says. 

The parent suffered “additional economic damages 
of missed employment and using employer provided 
benefits to care for his son.” 

The victim also underwent physical and psychological 
evaluations for sexual trauma and may require future 
medical treatment. m 
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Lane County is providing hundreds of housing units and

honda Messal was homeless in Eugene for three years, camping under carports and couch-surfing 
when people would let her stay in their homes. 
One winter, she lived in an unheated car, surviving off ramen she bought with her food stamps; 
she’d heat it up in gas-station microwaves. She’d sleep in Walmart parking lots or anywhere else 
she could park for a night without getting harassed. She used drugs to find brief moments of comfort. 

After a while, she got into a recovery house and got clean from drugs. Eventually, she got ajob. But with 
paying for her kids and the rent at the halfway house, she could never save up enough money for a security 
deposit. This is understandable in a city where median monthly rent for a household is more than $1,000, 
and which has, by some studies, the highest rate of homelessness per capita of any city its size in the U.S. 

So Messal couldn’t get out of homelessness on her own, even though she was clean and sober, and even 
though she had ajob. Women around her would win housing voucher lotteries or be recruited for programs, 
and some were getting permanent homes, but it was never her. 

But then one day in 2017, Messal got a call. She’d been chosen to be one of the 33 chronically homeless 
people to be part of the Madrone Program, a partnership between the Lane County housing authority, aka 
Homes for Good, and ShelterCare, a local housing and services nonprofit. 

Chad Ward, a housing specialist from ShelterCare, helped Messal get out of the recovery house and into 
areal home —a house with bedrooms for each of her three children where she could continue to get services 
through ShelterCare for her addiction and mental health issues. 

She remembers the first time she got to her house. Ward was there already with a welcome package — 
pillows, blankets, sheets, towels, shower curtains, pots and pans, cutlery — everything she needed to get 
started. 

“It was like Christmas — the best Christmas you could ever experience,” Messal says. “It was the biggest 
moment of my life.” 

She could shower regularly now. She could sleep soundly with her kids behind locked doors. She could 
cook food besides ramen. 

“The basic things that most people take for granted are so heartwarming for me. Until you don’t have 
those things, you don’t realize how important they are,” she says. “If there’s one thing I’ll never ever, ever 
take for granted, it’s housing.” 
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While many people take housing for granted, there are 
at least 9,600 homeless people in Lane County, according 
to county data, and 14 out of 1,000 people in Eugene are 
homeless. These numbers are double or triple the national 
averages, depending on the statistics used. The rate of 
chronic homelessness, which is defined as being home- 
less for more than a year, is also higher in Lane County 
compared to the rest of the country. Thirty-five percent 
of the Lane County homeless population is chronically 
homeless, compared with 25 percent of the nation’s home- 
less population. 

In Eugene and Lane County, taxpayers pay for chroni- 

cally homeless people in a variety of ways. Financially 
secure residents cover the costs of aiding chronically 
homeless people who can’t pay for ambulance rides when 
they get into emergency medical situations, a common 
occurrence for those who live on the street and have 
chronic health conditions. Housed people pay high rates 
‘or emergency room visits to cover visits by chronically 
homeless people who can’t pay. And tax dollars are used 
to pay for police to cite, arrest and jail homeless people 
or trespassing and for illegal activities related to mental 
health and substance abuse issues. 
Chronically homeless people often have mental and 
physical health issues that get them regularly arrested, 
transported by ambulances and put injails and hospitals. 
These cycles cost hospital and government systems 
thousands, sometimes millions of dollars per person 
over their lifetimes. It appears that most of these costs 
in Lane County and Eugene are ones that local govern- 
ment could dramatically reduce if they changed home- 
lessness policies. 

Often, dealing with chronically homeless people who 
are on the street costs systems more money than it would 
cost to simply give them full housing and health services, 
studies in numerous U.S. cities show. Lane County and 
the city of Eugene have picked up on these studies and

are planning on creating about 350 units of housing with 
supportive services for chronically homeless residents of 
the area within the next five years. While city and county 
officials say this is a feasible goal, the county has failed 
to meet similar goals in the past, and they say it will take 
funding from the federal government, collaboration with 
local nonprofits and support from Lane County residents 
to make happen. 

If the goal is met, Lane County taxpayers and busi- 
nesses could save millions of dollars and hundreds of 
homeless people could be permanently housed, bringing 
the county one step closer toward effectively eliminating 
homelessness in the community. 


HOUSING FIRST, 
THEN EVERYTHING ELSE 

What Messal received at ShelterCare is an example 
of permanent supportive housing (PSH), supplied witha 
Housing First philosophy. 

PSH is housing, normally for chronically homeless 
people, that comes with supportive services like mental 
health and addiction treatment and anything else they 
need to thrive and stay housed. PSH is given with the 
understanding that residents might take years to move 
on to unsupported housing or might live in the PSH for 
the rest of their lives. 

Housing First is the idea that when you’re trying to 
help out homeless people, you should give them housing 
first, then help them grow from there, even if they still 
have substance abuse issues. The Housing First model 
is anidea that’s radically different from many traditional 
housing philosophies, which create barriers to entry like 
being clean, sober or employed to be eligible for housing. 

Housing First has high success rates in helping people 
move out of homelessness and is the accepted model 
among housing experts around the country. Experts see 
PSHas one of the most cost-effective solutions to chronic 
homelessness. 

“Housing First as a model across the country, and in 
Canada as well, has proven to be much, much more cost 
effective than what we typically do, which does not provide 
the support,” says Sarai Johnson, the city and county’s 
joint housing and shelter strategist. “If we do nothing, it 
costs much more than to house somebody.” 

The 1811 Eastlake project, a housing complex for 95 
chronically homeless alcoholics in Seattle, saved $4. mil- 
lion per year in jail, emergency health and social service 
costs, according to astudy published in the Journal of the 
American Medical Association. It also reduced drinking 
among the participants. 

Another study, which was cited in a United States 
Interagency Council on Homelessness report endors- 
ing the Housing First model, showed 1,000 homeless 
people who'd been put in PSH cost the public an average 
of nearly $30,000 less per person per year than 9,000 
other surveyed homeless adults who lived on the street 
in Los Angeles. 

“The most successful intervention for ending chronic 
homelessness is Permanent Supportive Housing,” the 
report says. 

Although many people discuss how to address home- 
lessness, Eugene Mayor Lucy Vinis says housing experts 
know exactly how to meet the needs of homeless people 
through PSH and other strategies. The issue is getting 
enough money and land to fund expensive housing and 
services for them. Before she was mayor, Vinis worked as 
ShelterCare’s development director for nearly seven years. 

“We know how to do this work,” she says. “We have the 
skills to do it. We have the experience to do it. We have 
the success record to doit. It’s just a matter of being able 
to do it at the scale that we really need.” 


HOW PSH WORKS IN LANE COUNTY 

There are around 500 housing units that could be 
considered PSH for chronically homeless people in Lane 
County, says Johnson, the housing and shelter strategist. 
She says this is not nearly enough to serve the needs of 
the county’s chronically homeless population. 

Most of the funding for PSH in Lane County comes 
from various federal sources, like the Section 8 Housing 
Voucher Program. But in 2019, building PSH became a 
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priority for the state of Oregon as well, says Kenny Lapoint, 
the spokesperson for Oregon Housing and Community 
Services. 

In 2019, the state allocated $50 million toward building 
PSH, some of which is going directly to the low-income 
housing authority Homes for Good. The state’s goal is 
to fund the development of 1,000 new units of PSH in 
Oregon by 2024. 

Hospitals and other health care providers could also be 
potential funders of PSH in Lane County and across the 
country. Homes for Good’s Commons on MLK project, the 
first large-scale PSH project being built in Lane County, 
which will be completed in February, is being partially 
funded by four Oregon health care organizations that 
donated a total of nearly $3 million to the project. 

The Commons on MLK, near Autzen Stadium in Eu- 
gene, will house 51 chronically homeless people taken 
from something called the Frequent User System En- 
gagement, a program that lists about 100 people whom 
the county has identified as using the most services 
and costing the system the most money. In addition to 
this list, the county has a separate centralized waitlist 
based on specific people’s need for PSH that has about 
100 people on it. 

Health care organizations can stand to gain from tak- 
ing chronically homeless people off the street. Hospitals 
sometimes have to cover the costs of chronically homeless 
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people who wind up in emergency rooms and later can’t 
cover the bill. 

Hospitals and ambulance services can turn away 
people with minor health issues or injuries, but not those 
with serious issues that need immediate attention. This 
means chronically homeless people’s health issues often 
go untreated until they fall into the second category. 
These types of emergency health procedures are normally 
extremely expensive. 

Oregon Housing and Community Services donated an 
additional $3 million to the Commons on MLK project. 
Once running, ShelterCare will provide on-site-24-hour 
physical and mental health services for the people who 
live there. 

Homes for Good is creating a couple of other smaller 
projects that include PSH, but for now, most of the PSH 
units in Lane County are scattered throughout the com- 
munity, not in designated PSH projects. 

This is the model ShelterCare uses to provide its PSH. 
Dana Peterson, the organization’s housing services direc- 
tor, says ShelterCare administers services for about 150 
PSH units in Lane County. 

When ShelterCare gets open spots for PSH in its pro- 
grams, it receives aname, normally from the centralized 
county waitlist. Then a housing specialist like Ward has 
to go track the person down. 

Sometimes, the person will be in some kind of program 
or recovery house, as Messal was when Ward first con- 


tacted her. In these cases, Ward says it’s easy to find them. 

Other times, the person on the list might be living 
in a tent without a phone. In these cases, Ward says he 
sometimes has to go to encampments and knock on tent 
doors to find them. 

After he finds the people, he helps them get a home. 
ShelterCare sometimes pays for clients’ rental leases that 
are under the clients’ names. In other cases, ShelterCare 
directly leases rooms from property management com- 
panies and gives them to their clients. 

The types of living situations that ShelterCare provides, 
where formerly chronically homeless people are living 
among people who were not recently homeless, can be 
good for clients because they don’t feel like they’re living 
in ahousing project, or that they’re abnormal in any way, 
Petersen says. 

But project-based PSH also has its benefits, like having 
centralized services and the 24-hour support staff that 
projects like The Commons on MLK will have. 

Vinis says that both types of housing are needed. She 
says the ideais that people could graduate from intensive- 
care housing like the Commons on MLK to units like 
those that ShelterCare operates, which still come with 
some services, before moving to fully independent living. 


ISSUES AND SOLUTIONS 

Building PSH has been a priority for Lane County 
since 2016 and for the city of Eugene since 2018. The 
Lane County Poverty and Homelessness Board included 
creating 600 new units of PSH by 2021 as part of its 2016 
Strategic Plan. 

The Technical Assistance Collaborative’s 2018 Shelter 
Feasibility report for Lane County, a sweeping analysis 
of housing needs in the area which the county and city 
are using to shape their housing policy, recommended 
adding 350 additional units of PSH to the county system 
in three years. 

Johnson says the county has created about 88 units 
of PSH since 2016, has 72 under construction and has 
concrete plans to make 86 more. County officials agree 
that they will fail to meet the 600-unit goal of the Poverty 
and Homelessness Board. They say that they will only 
meet the new 350 unit PSH goal if everything goes right. 

The main barriers that made it difficult for the county 
to meet its previous PSH goals, and could stop the new 
goal from being met, are finding the right land and right 
funding for projects and finding landlords willing to work 
with chronically homeless tenants. 

Finding the right land is difficult because land in Lane 
County, especially in Eugene, is expensive, says Jacob Fox, 
Homes for Good executive director. He says the Commons 
on MLK project was only able to be financed because the 
county donated the land. 

Vinis says that there is land in Eugene that could be 
used for these types of projects. For example, she says 
Eugene could build PSH projects on parking lots, which 
she says we'll need less of as the city becomes more dense 
and public transport improves. 

But even in cases where county or city land could be used 
for PSH projects, neighborhood associations often fight 
the creation of projects in their neighborhoods, says Pat 
Farr, the Lane County commissioner representing north 
Eugene and longtime homeless advocate who serves on 
the Poverty and Homelessness Board. 

He says that it can be especially difficult to garner 
public support for Housing First projects because they 
include residents who have serious behavioral and sub- 
stance abuse issues. 

“What makes that unpopular with some people is 
that we’re providing housing to people who are actively 
using drugs and alcohol, under the premise that they will 
seek treatment once they are in the housing,” Farr says. 

He says that while neighborhood associations don’t 
have direct control over where a PSH project is placed, 
they can start information campaigns that can effectively 
stop the city from building in a given area. 

Farr says while people in most Eugene neighborhoods 
support PSH as aconcept, they normally don’t want it built 
in their neighborhoods. He believes that once people see 
completed Homes for Good projects like the Commons 
on MLK and another project being built for 15 families 
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at 13th and Tyler, they will look more favorably on PSH 
projects. He says the projects being built in Lane County 
are clean and well regulated. 

Sponsors Inc., an organization that provides programs 
similar to PSH for people coming out of prison, has proj- 
ects around town that are often the newest and cleanest 
buildings in their neighborhoods. 

For tenant-based vouchers, the type of vouchers that 
ShelterCare generally uses to house people, public per- 
ception of PSH is also key. Johnson says that right now, 
only 87 percent of the county’s PSH vouchers are being 
used because so many landlords are reluctant to rent to 
people who were chronically homeless. 

Farr sees education and engagement with landlords 
and property owners as a solution to opposition from 
neighborhood associations and landlords’ reluctance to 
rent units for PSH. 

Farr and Kris McAlister, the chair-elect of the Poverty 
and Homelessness Board, say that while there is a lot of 
federal funding for PSH, it sometimes comes so burdened 
with regulation that it’s extremely difficult to use. 

For example, Farr says federally-funded PSH units are 
required to have two sinks in the kitchen, one for dishes, 
one for handwashing. And tiny homes where beds are in 
aloft are not eligible. 

He says that relaxing some of these standards could 
help the county build many more units much faster and 
get people off the street. Farr says he wants to work with 
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the federal government to relax some of these standards 
in coming years. 

Homes for Good director Fox says that another solu- 
tion would be to bypass federal regulations altogether by 
creating a pool of voter-approved local money for PSH. 
Fox, McAllister, Farr and Johnson all say they want to 
create as much PSH as possible, with the goal of eventu- 
ally giving every chronically homeless person in Lane 
County a home. 

“We don’t want unsafe living situations for people, 
but we have to understand that having a place that locks 
at night is better than having a place that doesn’t lock,” 
Farr says. A chronically homeless person generally wants 
a home instead of no home, even if it does only have one 
sink in the kitchen. 


Messal has been a part of ShelterCare’s program 
for more than three years now, almost as long as she 
was homeless. She says since she got put into PSH, her 
mental and physical health has improved, as have her 
relationships with her children. 

She doesn’t have ajob right now, but she gets by with 
her Supplemental Nutrition Assistance Program (SNAP) 
benefits and support from the programs she’s in. Ward 
sometimes takes her on grocery runs when ShelterCare 
has extra money, or when Messal’s in a hard spot. She 
spends a lot of her time working for One’s Purpose and 
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Hope Ranch Ministries, organizations that fight human 
trafficking. Messal says she was sex trafficked from the 
ages of 14 to 22, and was traumatized from the experience, 
so she wants to help other women who’ve been through 
the same experience. 

Messal is now 40. She says her plan is to eventually 
move on from ShelterCare, and is going back to school in 
the fall to learn how to do the type of work Ward does, so 
she can help people the way she’s helped him. 

“would love to go back to school and get my counseling 
degree and help women like me,” she says. 

As of Jan. 8 of this year, Messal was one year sober. 
She says she relapsed for a couple of months starting 
in November 2019 and left her ShelterCare home after 
one of her close friends died. But ShelterCare, following 
its Housing First philosophy, never kicked her out of the 
program, though she did lose the rental agreement they’d 
helped her receive. 

“Chad and the Madrone Program and ShelterCare 
stuck with me that whole time,” Messal says. “They be- 
lieve in me. They’re not giving up on me. They know that 
circumstances happen.” 

Once Messal got into a recovery center to get clean 
again in January 2020, Ward visited her five days aweek 
to fill out housing applications with her. 

“They gave me another chance and said, ‘We’re not 
going to take away your housing because of this. We 
believe in you,” she says. 

“We don’t give people a first or second chance. We give 
them 20 or 80 chances,” Dana Petersen, ShelterCare’s 
housing services director, says. She says that often, the 
first home or first couple of homes don’t work out for 
their clients, but they always give them another shot. 
Fifteen people moved out of ShelterCare into unsupported 
housing in 2019. 

Ward says he’s seen his clients rekindle relationships 
with alienated children and parents after coming to Shel- 
terCare. He says he’s seen his clients get jobs and move 
on from ShelterCare into unsupported housing. 

In early August, Messal finally got the keys to her 
second ShelterCare home, this time, a two-bedroom 
campus-area apartment — not quite the dream home 
that she received the first time, but ahome that she says 
she loves nonetheless. 

Ward welcomed her with the pillows, the blankets, 
the sheets, the shower curtain, the pots, the pans, the 
cutlery — all the essentials — once again. 

And she got another brand new start.

Keepin’ It Reel 


EUGENE’S EMBRYONIC FILM INDUSTRY OFFERS SUPPORT, 
COLLABORATION TO ASPIRING PRODUCERS AND DIRECTORS

s Eugene filmmaker David Mort speaks 
about the growing film community in 
Lane County, he’s got one hand holding 
aphone to his ear and the other elbow 
deep in a felt rat puppet. He explains 
that to be an artist, “You usually 
develop a knack for multi-tasking.” 
Mort, who has a background in stage acting, owns and 
operates a puppet company called No Strings Attached 
Puppet Works and produces films in the Eugene area, in 
addition to his day job at a health clinic. 

Mort represents a growing genre of filmmakers in the 
Eugene area — one for whom film might be their second 
or third job, completing shoots and writing scripts after 
they’ve come home from work and the kids are in bed. 
In Eugene, filmmaking is rarely a lucrative affair, though 
the players involved are passionate and the projects 
time-consuming and often impressively professional. 

Mort runs a YouTube interview series called “Garage 
Talk,” in which he interviews local filmmakers about their 
projects. The series is part of alarger channel, “Scene in 
Eugene,” which operates as an anthology of short films 
created in the Eugene area. The channel was created by 
local filmmaker Rick Gates, who wanted to make a space 
for creatives in the area to premiere their films. 

All of the films in Scene in Eugene are less than 16 
minutes long. Many are based on or inspired by local 
life. Live Free or Die, written and directed by Chelsea 
Reel, tells the story of a young man visiting a friend in 
Eugene for the first time, while Planet Eugene, written 
and directed by Rex Moody, takes a tongue-in-cheek 
look at a local cannabis dispensary worker.

Some of the films seem to operate on a wider scale. 
Blood Money, a Western short produced by Gates and 
written, produced and directed by Walter King, takes a 
genre-twisting trip to the desert outside Bend, where a 
duo of outlaws face off with a priest. 

During the filming of Blood Money, King got a taste of 
some of the challenges of being a local filmmaker. 

“We didn’t have a permit to film outside, and soon 
enough a cop showed up because someone had called 
complaining there was a group of people slinging guns 
outside in the desert,” King says. 

The cast and crew were forced to switch locations, 
and by the time King got home to edit the footage, he 
noticed there were a few shots from the script missing. 
They would have to return to Bend to reshoot the scene 
— only by now, winter had set in. The crew had to wait six 
months for the snow to melt. 

It would be understandable if it were difficult to find 
crew and actors to dedicate themselves to such intensive 
projects without pay. However, local filmmakers find no 
shortage of people willing to take part in a project. 

“You would think it would be next to impossible. But 
people around here are really excited to get involved,” 
Mort says. 

Filmmaking is not new to the Eugene area. Film shots 
of Lane County’s beautiful scenery often bring directors 
and producers from out of state. Cult classics like Animal 
House, the 1978 comedy filmed on the University of 
Oregon campus, and Stand by Me, the 1986 Stephen 
King novella adaptation, were shot in the Eugene area. 
But artists here say it can be difficult to lure larger-scale 
projects to such a small town.

“We don’t have the same infrastructure as L.A., or 
even Portland,” Mort says. 

Instead, independent filmmakers around Eugene have 
taken to sourcing projects from scratch. The Facebook 
group Lane County Filmmakers has more than 300 
members. On its page, people post trailers for their 
most recent projects, ask questions about where to 
find stock footage and call for audition tapes for their 
upcoming scripts. 

The group is overwhelmingly supportive, an 
environment that feels rare on the internet. Mort 
believes that the type of people attracted to independent 
filmmaking — those willing to commit themselves toa piece 
of art without the guarantee of widespread recognition 
or money — area special breed. 

“Really, it is a labor of love,” he says. “You can spend 
hours and hours on something, and it might only get 15 
views on YouTube. But hopefully you learned something 
and can say, ‘What did I gain from this?’ You have to love 
the process.” 

One bonus to working in such a small community is 
flexibility. In the latest episode of “Garage Talk,” Mort 
speaks to independent filmmaker Megan Johns about 
her upcoming film Feathers. Johns reveals that when 
creating the surreal fantasy short, shot in August 2020, 
she rewrote the script to be filmed entirely outdoors to be 
more COVID-safe. When it came time to shoot, members 
of the cast and crew had to play multiple roles to keep 
the production running smoothly. 

“Everybody on this set needs an award. They all did 
everything from hauling equipment [to] holding mics,” 
Johns says. 

When asked by Mort if she has any advice for a new 
filmmaker, Johns believes it is most important to “find the 
people whose work you admire and make connections.” 

Connection building may be one of the local film 
community’s biggest strengths. Though many filmmakers 
in Eugene act as asort of one-person band — part producer, 
part actor, even part puppeteer — it is the sense of 
collaboration that makes Eugene’s growing film industry 
one to watch. =

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As you can see by my signature, Dan, I’m a linguist. On your podcast you frequently ask re- 
searchers “whatchyougot” on all kinds of sex- and romance-related questions, I thought 
maybe you'd be interested in some expertise on linguistic matters, too. And | have some 
on “cum,” “cumming” and (shudder) “cummed.” The technical term here used among lin- 
guists for this kind of phenomenon is “peeve.” Let me clarify, it’s not the “cum,” “cum- 
ming” and “cummed” that’s a peeve but the shuddering. You see, the snide sound there 
is due to the fact that what causes peevers to shudder causes linguists to get interest- 
ed.The point is language always changes, and linguists are interested in these changes, 
however much they horrify normal people.

Grandparents are forever lamenting about how their grandchildren’s generation is ru- 
ining the language. Documentation of this phenomenon goes back to the Roman times.

That’s 
just stoopid. Cummed is more interesting — and also causes peevers to shudder — be- 
cause it’s a real change in the language. But why shudder? Why not appreciate it instead? 
“Cummed” shows us how creative we are with our language, how we play with it and in this 
case do something useful, differentiating the sublime “got off” (climaxed) from the banal 
“got there” (arrived). 
Don’t fall into useless peeving, Dan! You've famously instigated language change. Just ask 
Rick Santorum, your former college roommate, or the men who've cummed and cummed 
hard while a nice vagina-haver pegged their ass. 
— Michael Newman, Professor of Linguistics and Chair 
Department of Linguistics and Communication Disorders, Queens College/CUNY 
Thank you for taking the time to write, Professor Newman, and please forgive me for 
peeving you. But the sticky issue for me — if you'll pardon the expression — remains the 
seemingly unnecessary and arbitrary use of an alternate spelling in this one instance. As I’ve 
said before, no one is confused when someone calls a person a “dick” in print, and then goes 
on to wax poetic about the dick they sucked in the next sentence. If we don’t have to spell it 
“dik” when we're referring to male genitalia — or the genitals of penis-havers — | don’t see 
why “come” needs to be spelled “cum” when referring to someone climaxing or when referring 
to ejaculate. Of all the words out there with more than one meaning — dick, dong, cock, pussy, 
beaver, box, crack, rack, sack — why does this one require special linguistic treatment?

| basically agree with your views about spelling the verb as “come.” However, | think one 
could be a bit more nuanced about usage here. “Come” is rather polite and could easily 
be used in a romantic context (“Oh god honey, I’m about to come”) whereas “cum” has a 
definite “let’s fuck” feel to it (something not unheard of in your column). Different con- 
texts call for different styles, perhaps. | would also like to make an outright exception for 
the substance “cum,” which I feel should always be spelled with a “u.” For the noun, using 
the “u” hardly seems vulgar at all. One might wonder why cum seems more appropriate 
for denoting semen. | can think of two good reasons. First, “cum” evokes “scum,” which 
matches the feelings of some (benighted) people that cum is slimy and disgusting. And 
secondly, the final letters “um” occur in some medical terms — all nouns — which relate 
to sex, like pudendum, scrotum, rectum, flagellum, perineum. This is a very different asso- 
ciation than scum but also seems like part of the story, at least to me. —TK 

Hm... | agree that an alternate spelling when referring to ejaculate could be helpful. But 
context also provides clarity. If a man and/or penis-haver says, “My come was everywhere,” 
no one thinks his/hers/their orgasms are Jesus Christ or dark matter — literally everywhere 
throughout the universe — but rather that he’s/she’s/they’re exaggerating about the volume 
of arecent orgasm to make a point about the intensity of pleasure he/she/they derived from it. 


I’ve been a copy editor for 15 years and a Savage Love reader for much longer. | want- 
ed to chime in on fellow Canadian COME’s letter about the “come” vs “cum” spelling. | 
fully agree that as a verb, it should be “come” and “came/coming” instead of “cummed/ 
cumming.” But there is a place for “cum”: as a noun when referring to the actual gooey 
substance (aka semen, ejaculate, spunk, etc). Consider the sentence, “I have come in my 
mouth.” Are you announcing an act of autofellatio (talk about a cumblebrag!), or are you 
describing a substance someone else left behind? Or, “How did come get on my jacket?” 
Doesn't that just look like a mistake? Millennials love turning nouns into verbs (adulting!)
